OLOMON  VAN  ORDEN  'deceased) 
in  his  lifetime  was  a  valued  citizen  of 
^    1  Ulster  county,  and  when  he  passed 
away  one  more  name  was  added  to 
the  roll  of  Ulster  county's  honored  dead 
whose  records  were  closed  with  the  words 
"well  done."    He  was  born  in  Plattekill 
township,  September  30,  i82q,  and  was  a 
son  of  Abraham  Van  Orden,  whose  birth  oc- 
curred in  this  county,  July  7,   1792.  His 
grandfather,  Peter  Van  Orden,  was  a  native 
of  the  Empire  State,  and.  a  son  of  Adam 
Van  Orden,  the  first  of  the  family  to  locate 
in  New  York.     They  are  descended  from 
Holland  ancestry,  and  the  family  was  well 
represented  among  the  heroes  of  the  Revo- 
lution. . 

Peter  Van  Orden  wedded  Mary  Warner 
a  native  of  New  York,  and  located  on  a 
farm  in  Plattekill  township,  Ulster  county 
where  they  spent    their    remaining  days' 
Their  children  were:  Abraham,  Maria,  Mar- 
garet and  Catherine.    The  first  named  was 
reared  on  the  old  family  homestead,  and  as 
a  companion  and  helpmeet  on  life's  journey 
chose  xMaria  Le  Fevre,  who  was  born  in 
Gardiner  township,  January  18,  1796.  Her 
father,  Philip  Le  Fevre,  was  born  in  Kettle- 
boro,   Ulster  county,   and   was  a  son  of 
Abraham  Le  Fevre,  a  native  of  this  county 
who  lived  in  the  old  house  which  was  long 
occupied  by  our  subject.    The  next  in  the 
line  of  direct  descent  was  Jan  Le  Fevre  a 
son  of  Simon  Le  Fevre,  who  sailed  from 
Trance,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Ulster 
county.     Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  Orden  located 
on  a  farm  in  this  county  at  the  time  of  their 
marriage,  and  their  last  days  were  spent  in 


Plattekill  township.  They  had  a  family  of 
eight  children:  Philip,  born  December  3 
1 8 16,  resides  at  Pine  Bush,  N.  Y.  •  Peter' 
born  December  6,  18 18,  is  now  deceased'- 
John,  born  February  26,  1821,  and  is  also 
deceased;  Ann  M.,  born  March  29,  1823- 
Sarah,  born  December  24,  1828,  now  de- 
ceased; Elsie,  born  August  12,  1S33  is  the 
widow  of  Daniel  Hasbrouck,  and  is  residing 
at  New  Paltz;  Margaret,  born  March  r,  1836 
is  the  wife  of  Charles  Gildersleeve;  and  Sol- 
omon, our  subject. 

Solomon   Van    Orden  in  his  youth  at- 
tended the  district  school  of  Jenkinstown  and 
of  Ivettleboro,  and  while  at  Kettleboro  he 
lived  with  his  grandfather,  Philip  Le  Fevre. 
He  completed  his  education  in  Poughkeep- 
l  sie,  N    Y.,  and  then  engaged  in  teaching 
school  in  Jenkinstown,  alter  which  he  oper- 
ated his  Uncle  Solomon  Le  Fevres  farm 
until  his  marriage,  later  purchasing  same 
On  November  14,  1854,  he  married  Sarah 
Le  Fevre,  who  was  horn  in  Lloyd  township, 
Ulster  county,  November  4,  1832,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Cornelius  D.  Le  Fevre,  who  was  born 
at  Kettleboro,  September  25,  1808,  and  died 
February  4.  1891.    He  was  reared  in  Gardi- 
ner township,  and  married  Gitty  Elting,  who 
was  born  in  New  Paltz  township, October  12, 
1805,  and  died  December  15,1890.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Le  Fevre  located  on  a  farm  in  Gardiner 
township,  and  four  children  were  born  to  them 
one  of  whom  died  in  infancy,  the  others  are- 
Mrs.    Van  Orden.     Hannah  Mariah.  born 
March  1 5,  1840,  who  was  the  wife  of  Louis 
I  Woolsey,  a  fruit  farmer  of  Ulster  county- 
she  died  June  5,  1884.     J.  Elting,  born 
April  7.  1843,  is  a  merchant  of  Highland. 
The  father  was  a  successful  farmer.  The 
maternal  grandparents  of  Mrs.  Van  Orden 
were  Josiah  R.  and  Sarah  (Le  Fevre)  Elt- 
ing.   Their  family  numbered  eight  children : 
Andnes,  Maria,  Rachel,  Cornelia,  Magda- 
lene, Gitty,  Roelif  and  Abram  D.  B.  Mr. 
Elting  was  born  in  1762,  and  died  June  20. 
1834,  while  his  wife  passed  away  Tune  8 
[823. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  Orden,  at  the  time  of 
their  marriage,  located  on  a  farm  in  Kettle- 
boro, where  to  them  were  born  six  children, 
of  whom  three  died  in  childhood;  the  others 
are:  Cornelius  Le  Fevre,  a  farmer  of  Gardi- 
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ner  township;  Mary,  wife  of  Charles  Mi- 
nard.  a  farmer  of  New  Paltz  township;  and 
Gertrude  E. ,  wife  of  Herman  Du  Bois,  liv- 
ing on  the  Van  Orden  farm. 

Mr.  Van  Orden  was  a  self-made  man, 
who  by  hard  work,  good  management,  in- 
defatigable enterprise  and  honorable  deal- 
ing accumulated  a  fine  property.     At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  owned  four  farms  in 
the'  southern  part  of  the  county,  besides 
town  property  in  Kingston,  N.  Y.     In  poli- 
tics he  took  an  active  interest,  and  was  a 
stanch  Republican.      He  aided  in  all  mat- 
ters calculated  to  improve  and  upbuild  the 
community,  and  was  a  public-spirited  and 
highly-respected  citizen.     He  and  his  wife 
were  long  faithful  members  of  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church,  in  which  he  served  as  el- 
der and  deacon.     On  November  29,  J 89 3, 
he  passed  away  at  the  age  of  sixty-nine 
years,   and  his  death  was  deeply  mourned  j 
by  many  friends.     Mrs.  Van  Orden,  a  most  j 
estimable  lady,  still  resides  on -the  old  home 
farm,  and  her  friends  throughout  the  com-  I 
munity  are  many. 


RICHARD  JANSEN  (deceased)  was 
born  in  Shawangunk  township,  Ulster 
county,  July  9,   1S32,  and  traced  his 
ancestry  back  to  Thomas  Jansen,  who, 
in  connection  with  his  brother,  Johannes, 
made  the  first^  settlement  in  the  Wallkill 
valley,  erecting""two  stone  houses  in  Shawan- 
gunk township,  as  a  means  of  safety  in  their 
frontier  position.     Their  father,  Hendrick 
Jansen,  was  born  in  1679  and  died  in  1749. 
He  was  a  son  of  Jan  Jansen,  who  was 
probably  born  in  New  Amsterdam,  N.  Y., 
and  died  in  Esopus  township,  Ulster  county. 
He  married  a  Miss  Roosa  in  1659.  From 
the   time  when  Thomas  Jansen  and  his 
brother  located  in  Shawangunk  township 
the  family  has  been  connected  with  the  his- 
tory of  this  county.     Jacobus  Jansen,  the 
son  of  the  former,  was  born  on  the  old  home 
farm,  and  became  the  father  of  Thomas 
Jansen,  who  was  the  grandfather  of  our 
subject. 

In  his  family  was  John  R.  Jansen,  whose 
birth  occurred  on  the  farm.  '  After  arriving 
at  his  majority  he  married  Rachel  Ter- 


williger,  and  located  on  a  Shawangunk  town- 
ship farm.  He  carried  on  agricultural  pur- 
suits throughout  his  entire  life,  and  died 
there  March  11,  1845;  his  wife  passed  away 
in  the  same  locality.  They  were  the  par- 
ents of  five  children:  Mary,  who  became 
the  wife  of  Alfred  Davis,  of"  Ellenville,  and 
after  his  death  married  John  Edmunds;  J. 
Richard;  William  C,  deceased;  Cornelius, 
who  died  in  childhood;  and  De  Witt  C,  for 
!  years  proprietor  of  the  "Astor  House'"  of 
Shang  Hai,  China,  but  now  deceased. 

J.   R.  Jansen,  whose  name  introduces 
this  sketch,  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm. 
1  His  educational  privileges  were  somewhat 
limited,  for  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years  he 
j  left  the  district  school  and  began  learning 
j  the  harness-maker's  trade,  which  he  com- 
pleted in  1852.  and  then  established  a  shop 
,  in  Tuthill.     On  January  26,  18G0,  he  mar- 
I  ried  Jane  Ann  Johnston,  who  was  born  in 
1  Gardiner  township  Feburary  2,  183X.  Her 
I  grandfather,    James  Johnston,   was  born, 
I  reared  and  married  in  Ireland,  whence  he 
brought  his  family  to  America,  locating  on  a 
farm  in  Ulster  county,  N.  Y.,  where  he  and 
his  wife  both  died.      Their  children  were 
John,  who  is  married  and  follows  farming  in 
this  county;  James;  WiJliam,  a  tailor,  of 
New  York  City,  who  died  in  Ulster  county; 
Maria,  wife  of  George  Vanderlyn,  a  farmer' 
of  Michigan;  Jane,  wife  of  Jacob  H.  Deyo,' 
a  farmer,  of  Ulster  county;  and  Nancy,  "de- 
ceased. 

James  Johnston,  father  of  Mrs.  Jansen, 
was  born  in  Ireland  April  24,  1799,  but  was 
reared  in  this  county,  and  married  Maria 
Jordan,  who  was  born  in  Gardiner  township 
in  1807.     On  a  farm  in  the  same  township 
eight  children  were   born  of  their  union: 
Robert,  a  commission   merchant  of  New- 
burg,  N.  V.  ;  Alexander,  who  followed  school- 
teaching,  and  died  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.; 
Benjamin  B.,  a  merchant  of  Montgomery, 
N.  Y. ;  Jane  Ann;  Catherine,  wife  of  Robert 
Elliott,  a  merchant  of  Philadelphia;  Wash- 
ington, of  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  and  William 
and  Sarah  M. ,  both  deceased.     Mrs.  Jansen 
was  reared  on  her  father's  farm,  remaining 
at  home,  until  her  marriage,  and  attended 
the  district  schools  until  fifteen  years  of 
age.    She  became  the  mother  of  five  chil-

He  was  the  son  of 
Nicholas  De  Veaux  and  Marie  See,  daughter  of  Isaac  See,  Sr.,  born 
at  Mannheim  in  1667.  If  Maria  Demarest  was  the  Mynno  Demarest 
whom  he  married,  she  was  26  years  of  age  and  he  21  at  the  time  of 
the  marriage.

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.     On  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in 
the  hear  after  the  birth  of  His  only  begotten  Son,  our  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ,   sixteen  hundred  and  forty- two,  before  me, 
Cornells  van  Tienhoven,  appointed  secretary  in  New  Netherland  for 
the  General  Chartered  West  India  Company,  residing  in  Fort  Amsteram 
personally  appeared  Barent  Dircksen  from  Norden  and  Lysbet  Dirckx, 
his  lawful  wife,  residing  here  on  the  Island  of  Manhatans  in  New 
Netherland,  both  in  bodily  health,  able  to  go  about  and  in  full 
possession  and  exercise  of  their  faculties,  understanding  and
